Demands of the Trainmen | 
and Conductors. 


Cleveland, Ohio, December 1.—De- 
mands were presented ‘to practically 
every raflroad in the country today for 
increases in wages for trainmen and 


conductors which are approximately 
forty per cent higher than the. pres- 
ent scale.. ‘The general chairmen of 
the twe labor organizations presented 
the vaage schedule to the genetal man- 
agers of the railroads throughout the 
country today. The railroads are ask- 
ed to make answer to the demands by 
December 31 at the latest. 

The railroad managers are requested 
to enter into a collective movement 
for the purpose of handling the propo- 
sition at one and the same time through 
a joint committee representing all rati- 
roads concerned and the two labor or- 
ganizations stand ready to do likewtse. 

It is expected that the railroad man- 
agers and the representatives of the 
employees will meet in joint session 
in about two weeks, probably in the 
east, in an effort to reach a ree- 
ment on the wage question. 

Today's demand for increased wages 
is the result of a referendum vote 
taken by the two labor organizations 
folowing the approval of the propo- 
sition by the executive committees or 
the several associations rébresenting 
the two organizations, which met in 
Chicago November 1 to 4, inclusive. 

The new wage schedule is signed by 
W. G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, and A. R. Gart- 
retson, president of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors.

Billy Stresses Importance 
Of Training Young Children 
o Lead Christian Lives 


‘Start Right and You Will 


Do Some Good, Declares 
Evangelist in Afternoon 
Sermon at Tabernacle. 


Preaching on the text, “Remem- 
ber Now Thy Creator in the Days 
of Thy Youth,” Billy Sunday urged 


the great imp@rtance of bringing 
up children to lead Christian lives, 


stating that when grown they 
would be apt to continue as they 


had started. The sermon follows 

in full: 

“Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth, while the evil days 
come not, nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say I have no pleasure 
in them.” In other words, start right 
when you are young and when you are 
old you will not bemoan the fact that 
you have not lived right. Start right 


and you will serve God. The time to, 
start right is when you are young. Most 
Christians have become Christians be- 
fore they are 20 years old. Jn an au- 
dience of 1,000 a preacher asked them 


when they had accepted Christ and he 


found out that out of that 1,000 893 
had become Christians before they were 
20 years of age. 

I was out in a brickyard several 
years ago and saw them making brick. 
They would’put the clay in a big ma- 
chine—something like a i sausage- 
grinder—and grind it up fine and then 
smooth it out just the thickness of the 
brick, and then a man would turn a 
big wheel and the knives would cut 
up the clay, and fellows would put 
the pieces in wagons with shelves and 
carry them to the kiln and burn them. 

I picked up some of the clay before 
it went to the grinder and I could mold 
it any way I wanted to. I picked up 
one of the bricks after it came out of 
the: grinder and I could still mold it. I

| picked up some of the clay that had laid 
.in the sun for several days and by try- 
| ing hard I could still bend it, but when 
I picked up a brick after it had come 
out of the kiln, try as hard as I might 
I could not even dent it. It was burnt 
‘hard and it would always remain that 


way. 
’ Children Like Clay. 
Boys and girls are like that clay. 
When they are young God can mold

| them to do His way or the devil can 


mold them to do his way, but after they 
are old it is hard to change them.) 


It is hard to change a habit. If you 
don’t think so some of you boys just 


try it. Try to get up early every morn- 
ing and wash your face without being 
told and see if it isn’t hard. . 


Everybody wants to liveja pleasant 
life and there is‘no life as pleasant as 


the Christian life. Everyone wants 
peace and my Bible tells me there is 
no peace for the wicked. 


You don’t have to be told that an 
apple is good. You don’t have to be 
told that bread and butter is good for 


you when you're hungry, or that water 
is good for you when you're thirsty. 
You know it from experience, you've 
tried it. I don’t need to tell you that 
religion is good. I have had the experi- 
énce and I know that there is no life 
so pleasant as the Christian. life. 


So start when you’re young and you 
will always feel better. My experience 


is that you. will feel better if you live 
right. . 


A mother in Chicago had a little girl, 
and shortly after she was born her 


eyes became closed and everyone was 
afraid she would be forever blind. 
Time went on and the doctor told her 
mother one day he thought all that was 
the matter was that there were cata- 
racts on the child’s eyes, and advised 


her to go to a specialist. So she took 
her to the specialist, and he said that 
was all that\ was the matter, and he 
peeled back the skin and put the medi- 
cine in and bandaged her eyes, and 
told her mother to keep her in a dark 
room for three months. At the end 
of that time, she had put in the medi- 
cine every morning, noon and night, 
and the specia}jist said she could take 
off the bandages, and then her mother 
took her out, and she saw the flow- 
ers and the trees and the grass, and 
she said: “Oh, mother, why didn’t you 
tell me everything was so pretty?” Her 
mother told her she couldn’t describe 
them to her and let her know of the 
beauty so she could understand, that 
she had to see for herself to really 
know.

Lead Useful Lives. 

You want to lead a useful life. No 
mother or father wants their children 
to be useless. Every boy and girl wants. 
to be useful. You can graduate from 
several colleges and be a professor or 
a doctor, but unless you’re a Christian 
your work will be a f re. You must 
serve to do your best. 

I had a friend who was asked in. by 
a vice president te see him when he 


Hannibal Hamlin. My friend went and 
began to talk politics and money and 
events of the

ties and money. That isn’t what 
I want to hear now. All that confronts 
me now is religion, and the knowledge 
that I am saved.” 


So if you live and be president and 
have not been a Christian you have 
lived a useless life, but if you have lived 
a Christian life and are not a president 
or do not hold any office you have lived 
a useful life, and.if you have God in 
your life you wilK go to heaven. 

While I was in the Young Men's 
Christian association in Chicago I was 
standing on the corner one night and a 
man came along with his toes sticking 


pout and had a ragged suit on and a 


slouch hat, and asked me for a dime to 
get something to eat. I told him I 
wouldn’t give him a dime because he 
would go. and get a drink. He said: “You 
would not let me starve, would you?” 
I told him no, but that I wouldn’t give 
him the money, for him to go to the 
Young Men’s Christian association with 
me and stay until after the meeting, and 
I would take him out and get him a 
good supper and a bed. He wanted me 
to do it right away, before going to 
the Young Men’s Christian association, 
but I told him no. I was working for 
some one until 10 o'clock. 


So he came up to the meeting and 
stayed through the after meeting and 


was very much interested. I saw that: 


he ased excellent language and ques- 
tioned him, and found that he was a 
man who had been adjutant general 
of one of the central states and had 
at one time been the editor of two of 
the biggest newspapers. But he said 
he got started wrong. Instead of goin 

to school he had played hookey, oa 
instead of going to Sunday .school he 
had gone and played cards, and he had 
taken to drink and this had pulled him 
down to his present condition. 

I went with him after the theeting 
and got him a supper ‘and a bed, and 
went to some friends and got him some 
clothes. I asked him if he had any 
relatives and he said he had one son. 
who was a bank cashier, buf he had 
disowned him and his picture was taken 
from the family album and his name 
was never spoken in the house, all be- 
cause he was now down and out on ac- 
count of booze. 


I wrote to the boy and said: “I’ve 
found your father. Send me some 
money to help him.” He wrote back 
and said for me never to mention his 
father’s name to him again, that it 
wasn't ever spoken around the house 
and that his father was forgotten. 

I replied, “You miserable, low-down 
wretch. You can’t disown your father 
and refuse to help him because he is 
down and out. Send me some money 
or I will publish the story in all of 
the papers.” He sent me $5, and that’s 
all I ever got from him. I took care 
of the old man all winter, and in the 
spring I went to @ relief society in 
Chicago and got him a ticket to his 
home and put him on the train, and 
that was the fast I ever saw of him. 
He lived a useless life because he had 
not lived for Jesus. He had been ad- 
utant general and editor, but his life 
ad been useless. 

Learn in Youth. 

In youth is the time to learn. I 
walk down the street and see the 
signs: “Boy Wanted,” “Girl Wanted” 


to learn a trade. I don’t see any sign, 
“Old Men Wanted,” “Old Women Want- 
ed.” Why? Because the merchant 
wants the boy and girl so he can teach 
them. The older people are set in 
their ways and hard to teach. You 
don’t see the old people playing leap 
frog. They’re too old; eney’d break 
their necks. You go to school to learn. 
Youth is the time to learn. 

You have all seen a circus and have 
seen & man run down a platform and 
hit a springing board and turn three 
or four somersaults over some ele- 
phants. He learned when he was a 
boy. If he had waited until he became 
aman he would have broken his neck 
the first time he tried it. Learn what 
Jesus wants you to do. That’s why 
you go to school when you're young to 
learn. When you get older it’s harder 
to learn. You learm easy when you 
are young. 

Talks to the Deaf. 

YT was out in Jacksonville, Ill., many 
years ago and was sent to a deaf and 
dumb asylum to make a speech. I 
asked the superintendent, Mr. Gillette, 
how they expected me to talk to them. 
He told me to go ahead and talk and 


see. He stood right beside me and 
y ma wasn’t aumaul looked at me

what I was saying. And when I had 
finished and had given the invitation 
seven or eight of those that heard me 
came forward and said they wanted to 
live for Christ. I asked the superin- 
tendent why they couldn't learn to 


deaf. * If someone had plugged up your 
ears when you were born you couldn’t 
have talked. They had never heard a 
word and didn’t know what it sounded 
like, and although they had just as 
good throats as some of you, they 
couldn’t say a word. 

A boy came in about 8 years of age 
and I asked him how long it would 
take him to learn to talk. He said 
about seven or, eight years. Another 


came in, about 16 years of age, and I 
asked him how long it would take him 
to learn. He was the most brilliant 
boy in the class and promised to be the 
valedictorian, but the superintendent 
said it would take him twelve or fif- 
teen years to learn to talk. I asked 
him if it was harder as they grew 
older and he said it was, and that 
after they had reached a certain age 
they would never be able to talk. 
Some of you will serve God. If you 
come while you are young it wiil be 
easy. If you wait until you are old it 
will be harder and after a certain time 
it is not likely that you will serve 


im. 
The things I learned when I was a 


boy I remember, while some of the 
things I learned later [ forgot.

Means and German Agents. 

This was the first reference in court 
to Means’ alleged connection with Ger- 
man agents, which New York officials 
claimed to have found evidence of in 
search of the defendant's New York 
apartment. 

William J. Burns, by whom Means 
formerly was employed as & detective, 
came to Concord today. He visited the 
court room and talked with Means sev- 
eral times. The purpose of his visit 
was not divulged, but it was learned 
that he engaged transportation tonight 
for a hurried trip to Chicago.

Means Borrowed $35,000.

Central Trust company, Chicago, 
testified that on December 13, 1916, 
Means borrowed $30,000 from his bank 
on $38,000 worth of securities, which 
later were sold to pay the loan.

Walter T. Forbes, secretary of the 
Athens Y. M. C. A., and one-of the 
State executive secretaries in charge 
of raising the war work fund in Geor- 
gia, has been called to Atlanta by 
John J. Eagan, chairman of the Na- 
tional War Work Council, to begin a 
new campaign for completing Georgia's 
quota. 

Governor Will Help. 

Governor Hugh Dorsey will issue a 
proclamation today, calling upon the 
mayors of cities which have not sub- 
scribed to the war work fund to start 
campaigns in their cities. 

When seen last night 
said: 

“While the rest of the country is fif- 
teen millions oversubscribed to the 
war work fund, Georgia is short by 
$23,000. This money must be raised 
by a late campaign throughout the 
state.

Will Be Given Impetus 
With Arrival of the Great 
New York Financier. 


= Frank A. Vanderlip, who gave up his 
job as president of the National City 
Bank of New York, the largest finan- 
cial institution in the world, to take 
charge of the Thrift campaign, will 
visit Georgia in pefson to explain the 
government’s plans on December 21. 
State Director Hugh Richardson, who 
is working day an@ night to perfect 
his state organizatfon, is making elab- 
orate plans for instructing his co- 
workers, and inspiring them with en- 


thusiasm. He will endeavor to have 


every county chairman and commitee- 
man in the state in Atlanta on the day 
of Mr. Vanderlip’s visit. 

Assurance has already been received 
that every member of the state execu- 
tive committee will be here to hear 
the prominent banker: and this in- 
cludes the members of the executive 
committee who are chairmen of the 
twelve congressional districts. ' 

Appeals to Everyone. 

The Thrift campaign is designed by 
the government to appeal to every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 
The movement is not related to the 
Liberty Loan campaign even remotely, 
as the Thrift stamps are in denomina- 
|tions of 25 cents only, and the Thrift 
certificates in denomination of $5 only. 
When a saver has purchased 16 Thrift 
stamps he can secure a $5 stamp by 
paying a slight additional sum; 12 
cents if the purchase is made in Jan- 
uary, 1918, 13 cents if in February, 
14 cents if in March, and so on 1 cent 
per month. This increase is at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum. The 
$5 stamps will cost in January, 1918, 
only $4.12, and will be redeemed in 
five years at face value of $5, which 
is at the rate of 4 per cent per an- 
num, interest compounded quarterly. 

To give an idea of how anxious the 
government is to interest the people in 
thrift, or saving, rather than in secur- 
ing money, no one purchase of more 
than $100 by any individual may be 
made at any one time, and no one in- 
dividual will be permitted to secure 
more than $1,000 worth of the stamps 
during the five-year period. 

There are 100,000,000 people in the 
United States who occupy 20,000,000 
homes. Therefore, it -will be necessary 
to sell the stamps at the rate of $20 
per capita, or at the rate of $100 per 
home. 

Serve Without Compensation. 

The patriotic men who are doing this 
work are serving without any compen- 
sation whatsoever, and are paying their 
own expenses. They will call into serv- 
ice every ministér in the state, every 
school teacher in the state, every news- 
paper in the state, every merchant in 
the state, every banker in the state, 
and every individual interested in his 
or her personal welfare, and its rela- 
tion to the nation. 

Director Richardson is not ready to 
announce his plans for the Vanderlip 
visit, but it is known at least that 
the people of Georgia will have an op- 
portunity to hear Mr. Vanderlip, Gov- 
ernor Dorsey, Mayor Candler and sev- 
eral others on December 21.

The Russian situation contains some 
elements of danger to the allied cause 
at the present time, and from it there 
may arise some cause for further sell- 
ing of securities, but the @uccess of the 
allies on the western front and in Italy 
is proving a counteracting influence to 
‘the Russian news. The main idea re- 


cles at the present time, however, is 
that the news is about as bad as it 
could be from that country, and that 
the probabilities are that better reports 


will be heard from there soon, some re- t 


ports having it that the more stable ele- 
ment is increasing +n power and may 
overthrow the radicals before there is 
in reality a separate peace. 

News at home has been without much 
influence on securities, with the excep- 


tion of the pooling arrangement of the 
railroad lines in the east. This has 
caused some selling, but not enough to 
have been the cause of the declines in 
the rails which have en seen if it 
were not that support thas not been 
very good. The investing and specula- 
tive public seems to be a little ata loss 
to understand just what effect the pool 
of railroad facilities will have on the 
earnings and the position of the s@- 
curities of the roads affected. The 
money situation seems. to be better, 
while all current reports of business 
conditions indicate that the depregsion 
is passing in many lines, although a 
few are liable to suffer more and more 
m war economies and conditions. 
With the exception of the industries: 
devoted to non-necessities and luxuries, 
however, the outlook is growing stead- 
ily Better. The influence of enormous 
government expenditures, .it is believed, 
may even stimulate the luxury-indus- 
tries later, as there are many millions 
of people in this country who are now 
getting more money than they ever re- 
ceived before. All of these factors are 
in line with the predictions made when 
this country first entered the war— 
that the enormous ~~ expenditures of 
money would stimulate business as a 
whole. It is true.that profits are re- 
stricted in many lines, and much will be 
taken for taxes, but there are offsetting 
ors, The technical position of the 
market is still. fairly strong, as there 
were many shorts who did not close out 
on the last rise who would probably do 
so on any new wave of buying which 
might be seen. : 


Money Market Easier, 

The money market has been easier 
with time rates slightly lower, an 
with call money getting as low as 3 
rr cent, The Liberty Loan payments in 
he middle of the month were returned 
to the banks rather promptly. It is be- 
lieved that fundge will be easier, hence 
there will be less disturbance to the 
money market on the next loan pay- 
ment December 165. 

The advance in Italian exchange has 
been the feature of the foreign ex- 
change market, its strength being due 
to the further success of the. Italian 
armies in holding the invader in check, 
Russian exchange has been very quiet, 
but steady as a whole, deepite the dis- 
turbing news that has been received. It 
is probable that bankers do not wish to 
offer any bills at this time, knowing 
that there would. de little likelihood of 
suppert if Russian dills were offered, 
It is ted in some places that the 
steadiness of Russian exchange is proof 
that international bankers believe that 
some order will come out of the chaos 
in Russia before long. 

The pooling plans of the eastern rail- 
roads is taken in some quarters as a 
proof that government ownership is 
to be expected later, and in other 
places the idea‘prevails that it will 
mean government control but also

The eontinued liquidation of Liberty 
Loan 4 per cent bonds is due to the 
fact that there have been innumerable 
small lots offered for sale by people 
who. either took them for patriotic 
reasons or cannot afford te hold them, 
A few large blocks heave passed hands. 
It is probable that there will be much 
further small selling of these bonds, 
as a number of corporations are going 
to make specia] dividends_in Liberty 
Bonds and the people receiving them 
will probably, in many instances, sell 
them. At times there are so many 
small lots being offered that the only 


ket for the $1,000 lots, The 3%'s are 
selling at about one point higher, ow- 
ing largely to the fact that liquidation 
in them has been nearly completed, 

Orders for above 50,000,000 shells of 
all sizes and a vast emount of other 
materials are reported to have been 
Placed by the government since this 
country entered the war. It is pointed 
out’ that the profits on this will be 
moderate in nearly all cases, but that 
the government is not only willing, 
but anxious, to allow some profit on 
all business. While some of the orders 
for the allies in 1915 and 1916 yielded 
very large profits, there were many 
that scarcely brought any at all, and 
some were the cause big losses.

She came to Atlanta to welcome home 
her grandson, Howard Conway, who 
has recently received his commission 
as a second lieutenant in the regular 
army at Camp Oglethorpe. e has 
brought to him the sword of his grand- 
father, the late W. H. Payne, of Ala- 
bama, who was an ensign on the ship 
“Patrick Henry,” in the service of the 
confederate navy, and who later was 
aide to Jefferson Davis when the latter 
surrendered. 

“At times I think I cannot bear to 
think of this war, which comes to claim 
another fighter from the ranks of my 
loved. ones,” said Mrs. Payne. “Yet I 
am giad on the other hand that I am 
spared ot see my grandson giving him- 
self in service to his country and in 
a war which is so great in its meaning. 

The Old Story. 

“My elder brother survived the 
wounds which he received, but my 
younger brother was killed in the con- 
federate war. We lost all we had, as 
the majority of the southern planters 
did—all but our lands, for which there 
was no labor left. But my elder broth- 
er returned to college, finished his 
course in the law, and was one of the 
most distinguished lawyers in his sec- 
tion. 

“We were utterly hihi pil for war 
-—-the women of the south,” continued 
Mrs. Payne; “but we were born with 
the right spirit, for when the time 
came to do our part, I do not believe 
I ever heard of a woman who did not 
do her part the best that she could. 

“There was not a woman who would 
not have done what I did—go to her 
loved one who was wounded, but not 
all of them had the strength I had 
to ride the three hundred miles on 
horseback, “and that on a horse that 
belonged to an officer—on the other 
side.” 

“What do you mean?” I asked. 

She smiled and then said: “Nobody 
knew it—not even my fathenor mother 
or brother— but I belonged to General 


| Bedford Forrest's corps of secret serv- 


ice. 

“From the time I was 14 years old 
until the war closed I helped as best I 
could. I lived near the headquarters 
of General Rosecrans’ division for 
awhile, and I was continually in touch 
with those who knew what was going 
on. The information I received I gave, 
of course, to those who represented 
the confederate cause. 

“It was a service I saw I could ren- 
der, and I did it. 

The Horse. 

“It was in this way that I was ena- 
bled to get the horse to go to my broth- 
er when I heard he was wounded if not 
killed. It was through one of the 
secret service officers I got the horse.

_ As General James B. Erwin stated in 
the. opening ceremonies at the Camp 
Gordon hostess house Thanksgiving 
@ay, the institution promoted by the 
War work council of the Young 
‘Woman's Christian association repre- 
gents the heart of the social work at 
the camps, for wherever the women 
are, there the home spirit is best ex- 
pressed. 

Now that the government has had 
breathing time. and the {war relief 


_~ Work has been put into@ definite pro- 


gram, it has become possible to see 
just what ie needed pertaining to the 
social work of the cantonments 4s 
well as the real needs of the soldiers 
in the hospitals, either in the war zone 
or in the military camp hospitals in 
this country. 

The war work council of the Young 
Woman's Christian association may be 
gaid to complement the social work 
which is being carried on in the na- 
tional camps by the Y. M C. A., by 
the Knights of Columbus, . by the 
Hebrew association, and to complete a 
system by which the camp life of the 
American soldier of today will have a 
social side, in which every man in 
ohne way or another may participate. 

The work of the war council as ex- 


pressed in the hostess houses bullt by 
the national agency of the 
Woman's Christian association is non- 
sectarian in spirit. On the local war 
work council which affiliates with the 


church in Atlanta, while the house is 
open to any young soldier who may 


his woman friend. For those who have 
no rélatives or friends near them, there 
will always be the hostess group of 
Atlanta’s best known women to meet 
with and talk to the lonesome ones. 

Any woman coming,to Atlanta to 
see a soldier relation, and who may 
not know where to locafe him in 
camp, can find him, through the 
hostess house at Camp Gordon, and 
have there a place to meet him and 
talk with him. 

There is a cafeteria in connection 
with the hostess house, where for a 
reasonable price a soldier may get a 
luncheon for himself or his friend, 
and there is the big living room, where 
groups of the boys can meet and drive 
off the lonesome feeling which comes 
after their day’s work’ is over, and 
the twilight hours bring dream faces 
before the imagination. 

The usefulness of the social agency 
of the hostess house is therefore ‘obvi- 


ous, and the government is wise in 
putting official seal on the Y. W.. C. 
A. work in national cantonments, 


The Z enith of Red Cross W ork.

|Cold-Pack Methods of Canning 
Indorsed by the Government 


Miss Nan Henderson, head of the 
houselfold arts department of the Girls’ 
High school, Atlanta, has traced down 
an attack on the cold-pack method of 
canning which is taught in the 
classes of the High school, and has 
documents to prove that the cold-pack 
amethod is the one approved and in- 
dorsed by the government and house- 
hold economist specialists. 


Disoussing the matter, Miss Hender-, 


son states: 

“Since the beginning’ of the world 
war it has been apparent to all who 
have given serious thought to the mat- 
ter that food would play an important 
part in the outcome of the war. Since 
the entry of the United States as an 
active participant, our government, 
through its food administration de- 
partment, has earnestly endeavored 
both to stimulate production and to 
conserve the output in every possible 
way. Thousands of paid workers were 
put into the field for the purpose of 
instructing the housewives of the land 
in the preservation for future use of 
all vegetables and fruit surplus. Much 
literature in the form of bulletins and 
letters has been issued, the method of 
canning recommended being the one 
which the United States department of 
agriculture, through the home demon- 
stration agents, has taught with per- 
fect success during the last five years. 
So successful was the effort that the 
fall of 1917 finds one billion cans of 
fruit and vegetables on the pantry 
shelves of American homes. Just at 
the time when the housewife was 
thinking with quiet satisfaction of her 
well-stocked larder, there appears in| 
various papers and magazines dis- 
quieting articles regarding certain 
poisonous substances said to exist in 
food canned by the cold-pack method. 

The Right Method. | 

“This method having been employed 


— 


this fall In the household arts classes, 
Girls’ High school, the matter was, on 
the appearance of the articles refer- 
red to, at once taken up with the de- 
partment of agriculture, Washington, 
D. C., and the household arts depart- 
ment is in receipt of their reply, to the 
effect that during the five years in 
which this method has been used 
there has never been a single case of 
poisoning reported. The letter states 
that the report is due to German prop- 
aganda and to an article which ap- 
peared in a medical journal, which ar- 
ticle, unless carefully read, was mis- 
leading.” 
Viewpoint of Expert. 

From the United States department 
of agriculture Miss Henderson has re- 
celved the following direct statement 
as to the subject of’ ‘cold- -pack method 
of canning: 

“You will be glad to know that dur- 
jing the five years which people have 
been canning by the cold-pack meth- 
od with increasing numbers each year, 
until at present there are two million 
housewives in the United States using 
this method with perfect satisfaction, 
there has never been a single case of 
food poisoning from food canned by the 
one-period cold-pack method of can- 


ning. . 

“The German propagandists through- 
out the country at the present time are 
instituting and spreading all kinde of 
information which claims to be backed 
by certain pseudo scientists, who claim 
to follow the method.and take as their 
basis for the method a press clipping, 
then inject the poison into the jar. In 
the tests made’ of the process, the ma- 
terial was not subjécted to blanching 
or cold dipping af it was inoculated, 
which would have the product 
he had in mind In his investigation. 

“I am enclosing you a copy of the 
eee tae Ang Dr. Lang, of the United 
States economics department, 
which prec wean oo this propaganda was 
issued at a very unfortunate time and

I have been in a cavalry regiment 
when hurry-up orders were received to 
entrain for the Mexican border and 
helped to load eleven hundred horses 
on trains. The confusion on that dock 
was indescribable. The horses were 
joaded by three runways. My gang 
and I were detailed on the after run- 
way. The foreman was leaning over 
the rail, glaring down tupon us and 
now and then giving instructions mixed 
with horrible oaths. He had a huge 
marlin spike in his hand. On the dock 
was the second foreman, in his large 
sombrero, a red neckerchief around 
his neck, wearing a blue shirt with 
the sleeves rolled up to the elbows, 
and in his right hand a coiled lariat. 
It did one’s heart Bood to see him rope 
the horses which broke loose. Upon 
watching his first performance I knew 
I was correct when I figured him as 
having Mexican blood in his veins. 

A bleary-eyed drunk was trying to 
lead a horse by the halter up our run. 
He was looking back at the horse, at 
the same ‘time tugging and jerking on 
the halter. You could see the white 
in the horse’s eyes, and I knew right | 
away, from my experience with eat 
that.this was a bad one, or, as 
would term him in the cavalry, 
“outlaw.” The drunk was cursing py 
swearing and kicking up at the horse’s 
head. The foreman saw this and di- 
rected his barrage at the offender.

That night and the following day was 
a perfect hell on the ship for men and 
horses. The ship rode through the 
squall and when it became calni we all 
got busy. Out ef the twenty-four horses 
between decks w ehad to shoot several 
teen on account of injuries. Besides the 
seventeen, three had died from broken 
necks. The four remaining horses were 
still alive, but™hardly had a square foot 
of hide left.. They were a pitiful sight. 

The next day the three negroes were 
buried at sea without a word of prayer. 

For the next couple of days nothing 
of importance happened. 

About four days out of Bordeaux one 
of the large steam pipes in the lower 
hold burst. In this,hold there were 
sixty-four horses. The engineer of the 
ship tried to repair the break, but it 
was_almost worth a man’s lifé to go 
down there in that hissing and scalding 
steam. The cries of the horses went. 
straight to my heart. All Wwe could 
do was to turn streams of cold salt 
water from three pair of hose into the 
hold, thus trying to keep the heat dowa 
and save as many horses as possible. 

Why the engineer did not shut off 
the steam I don’t know. I noted this 
fact in my repert. After about four 
hours the steam was shut off and the 
two foremen, Doc Casey and myself, 
followed by twelve other men, went 
into the hold. I will never forget the 
sight as long as I live. Nearly every 
one of the horses was dead, and those 
which still remained alive had to be 
shot. Some of them were practically 
boiled alive. The weather was hot, and 
it was not long before the rotting 
bedies of the horses made the stench 
on board unbearable. We had to get 
these bodies’ out: Long tackles were 
rigged up, a chain around, the neck of 
a dead horse, and I worked the winch. 
The bodies were snaked along the pas- 
sageways in the hold and up to the 
hatch. Some of the bodies would not 
hold together, and it was a common 
sight to see a dead horse suspended 
in the air by his hind leg drop suddenly 
into the hold below, leaving his leg 
hanging to the tackle. 

Every horse sent to France is brand- 
ed with a different brand. They have a 
system of indexing them. As each dead 
horse was snaked to the upper deck, 
Doc had to stoop over and make a-note 
of the brand before the horse os 
thrown overboard. 

As the dead horses were dropped over 
the side, a resounding splash could) be 


4} heard and the water was churned into 


a foamy white as the body momentarily 
sank from view. Then the bloated body 
of the horse would reappear and disap- 
pear in the wake of the ship, the sea 
hovering and screaming around it. 
The grub on that ship was awful, and 
a day out of Bordeaux the gang of 
horsemen refused to work. The fore- 
man mustered them on the main deck, 
and standing on the bridgé let out 
about twenty minutes of religion and 
advice in their direction.

Five days out we ran into a squall 
and our work was cut out for us.

Several of the wooden stalls gave 
way, and the horses were loose on the 
deck. With every lurch of the ship 
a couple of horses would fall, ‘ and, 
kicking and snorting, would slide down 
the inclined deck, hitting against. 
winches and the hatchway, scraping 
It was worth a man’s 
life to get into that meas. 

Then I had more or less respect for 
he foreman and second foreman. Into 
the midst of that struggling. and. kick- 
ing bunch of horses they went, assisted 
Four of the horses re- 
ceived broken legs, and Pinero, ‘instead 
of shooting them, cut_their throats with 
a sharp dagger he carried...

I was heartily sick and disgusted 
with the rest of the trip because the 
stench was awful, there being about 
twelve dead horses that we could not 
get out. 

Just outside of the entrance of the 
river leading to Bordeaux, a small, 
rakish boat, flying the tri-color of 
We hove to 
and up the gangplank came. three 
French officers. They were closeted 
with the captain of the ship and our 


|} foreman, and after about twenty min- 


utes, left and we continued on our 
course, 


Going up the 
river in some 
places the banks 
were only about 
twenty feet away. 
We could see the French women tilling 
their fields. As we went by these work- 
ers stopped and waved their hands in 
the air to us, and we waved back. It 
was my first sight of France, and I 
was not in any way disappointed. It 
lived up to my expectations. 

A little farther up the river we came 
to a large dock where ships were Joad- 
ing and unloading cargoes, and a thrill 
passed through me as I saw my first 
batch of German prisoners at work. 
These were immense fellows, nearly 
every one being six feet or over. They 
were guarded by little French soldiers, 
averaging about five feet five inches, 
with a long rifle, bayonet fixed. This 
rifle, in comparison with the French- 
man, looked like a telegraph pole. The

soldiers had on the old blue overcoats 


the tails buttoned back, pattern of 1871. 

As we passed the German prisoners 
they scowled at us, and we, feeling 
quite safe on the deck, yelled back in- 
sults at them. One big Irishman, right 
near me, took great glee in jumping up 
and down on the hatchway and running 
‘his finger across his throat. This seem- 
ed to enrage the prisoners and they 
yelled something in German, The Irish- 
man must have understood it because he 
let out a volley of curses in return. 
The French sentries seemed to enjoy 
this barrage of insults and did net in 
any way attempt to curtail the prison- 
ers’ remarks. This, at the time, struck 
me as depicting a remarkable sense of 
fairness, and later on, during my serv- 
ice on the western front, 1 found out 
that the Frenchman in all his dealings 
is fair and just. 

Pretty soon the prisoners faded out 
of sight and we came, alongside the 
dock at Bordeaux. I was all eagerness 
and strained my eyes so as not to miss 
the least thing. The dock was full of 
French cavalrymen, hurrying to and 
fro, Huge Turcos, black as the ace of 
spades, with white turbans on their 
heads, were majestically striding about. 

After we warped into the dock and 
made fast, our work was over. We had 
nothing to do with the unloading of the 
horses. The French cavalrymen came 
aboard with a bunch of cavalry halters | | 
hanging over their arms. It was a 
marvel to see with what ease 
ficiency that ship was unloaded. The 
condition of the horses. was 
They could hardly bend their legs from 
stiffness.

God for their deliverance frém that 
hell ship, and were looking forward 
to green pastures and a good rell in 
the dirt. Pretty sooh you could see 
them bend their forelegs and lie down 
on the dock; then try to roll over. It 
was pitiful; some of them did not have 


the strength to turn over and they a 


feebly kicked. Pretty soon the whele 
dock was a mass of rolling horses, the 
Frenchmen jumping around, gestie- 
ulating and jabbering. 

After getting the horses up, 
were divided into classes according to 
their height and weight. Then each 
horse was led into a ring chalked out 
on the dock and the army inspectors 
examined it. Very few were rejected. 
From this ring of chalk they were led 
into a portable stall and branded. You 
could hear the sing-song voice of the 
brander shouting out what sounded 
like “Batty Loo.” As he yelled this, a 
French private would come over, get 
the horse which had been branded, 
dnd lead it away, I got in conversation 
with an interpreter and he informed 
me that the average life of these horses 
in the French army was three days, so 
tRese poor horses had only left that 
hell ship to go into a worse hell of 
bursting shells and cracking bullets. 


I, after passing a rigid examination 
as to my nationality, and being issued 
a cattleman’s passport, inquired my way 
to the prefecture of police. I delivered 
to him a sealed envelope whicH I had 
received in New York. Upon opening it, 
he was very gracious to me and I 
went into a rear room, where an in- 
terpreter put me through a grilling 
examination. From there I was taken 
to a hotel, and tthe next morning, in 
the company of a sergeant and a pri- 
vate, got into a little matchbox com- 
partment on the funniest looking train 
I ever saw. The track seemed to be 
about three feet wide; the wheels of the 
cars looked like huge cogwheels on an 
engine minus the cogs. After bumping, 
stopping, and sometimes sliding back- 
wards, in twenty-six hours we reached 
a little town. Supplies were piled up 
as high as houses. Officers and enlist- 
ed men were hurryimg to and fro, and 
I could see long trains of supply 
wagons and artillery limbers always 
moving in the same direction. 


I was ushered into the presence of a 
French officer, who, I later found out, 
was a brigadier general of the quarter- 
master corps. I could hear a distant 
booming, and upon inquiring found out 
that it was the guns of France, striving 
to hold back the German invaders. I 
trembled all over with excitement, and 
a feeling that I cannot describe rushed 
over me. I was listening to my first 
sound of the guns on the western front. 


Two days after- 
ward I again 
reached Bordeaux, 
and shipped to 
New York on the 
i French liner Ro- 

chambeaux. Upon 
arriving in New York I reported to the 
Frenchman who had sent me over. He 
was very courteous, and as I reached 
out to shake hands with him, he placed 
both hands on my shoulders and kissed 
me on the right and left cheek. I was 
dumfounded, blushed all over, and after 
receiving the pay that was due me, [ 
left. 


I think I could have borne another 
trip across with horses, but that being 
kissed upon my return completely got 
my goat. 


I went back to the routine of my 
office, Dut everything had lost eolor 
and appeared monotonous. I believe I 
had left my heart in France, and I felt 
mean and small, eating three square 
meals a day and sleeping on a soft bed, 
when the armies on the other side were 
making the world’s history. 


Sometimes when sleeping I would 
have a horrible nightmare: I could see 
those horses being boiled alive in 
steam. 


Home, But 
Satisfied 


Several times later I passed that sign 
on Greenwich street, “Horses for 
France, Men Wanted,” and the picture 
of the second foreman dropping the 
pasty-faced doctor would loom before 
my eyes. I do not know to this dav 
what became of that nervy wreck of 
humanity, who had the temerity to 
tell our foreman where he got off at. 
I knoW he did not make the passage 
with us.

London, November 30.—I went out 
to the American engineers’ camp in 
England yesterday.

SAFETY IN THE AIR. 


Rear Admiral Robert HB. Peary said in a 
recent address before a large gathering of. 
newly-enfranchised women in New York that 
of all branches of military service in the 
present war, aviation is the safest. 

He professed to be able to bolster his 
assertion by statistical facts, and presum- 
ably he was correct, else he would not have 
made the assertion—one that certainly does 
not coincide with popular opinion. 

The hospita) service, said the admiral, is 
the most dangerous; and here popular 
opinion will receive another jolt, because 
the general presumption of the laiety is that 


‘about the safest place in the war zone—that 


is, for service—is in and about a hospital. 
Artillery is placed by Admiral Peary as 
next in point of relative hazard, with the 
infantry next, and the cavalry as the safest 
of ‘the various branches, except the service 
in the alr, * , 
Which only goes to indicate the progre 
of science since the war began. Prior to 
the outbreak of this war an aviator ‘was 
considered about the least desirable insur- 
ance “risk” imaginable. Flying was consid- 
ered about the most hazardous occupation 
in the category of pursuits; and when the 
war broke out the popular idea was that 
when a mother bade good-bye to her avia- 
tion-recruit son it was almost tantamount 
to a farewell at the grave. Transversely, 


the hospital service was the preference of 


ali loving relatives and friends because it 
was considered comparatively “safe.” 
However, considering the German delight 
in slaughtering women, children and the aged, 
and wounded soldiers and their nurses, it is 
not surprising that the hospital service has 
grown so greatly in point of hazard. Neither 
is it surprising, considering the strides of 
science under intensified . circumstances, 
that aviation and the service in the air has 
itself at last become relatively safe: 
And undoubtedly it will so continue after 
the war. |

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Daredevils of War

CAPTAIN BISHOP, V. C., 
CANADIAN AIRMAN. 


Thrills a-plenty do we find in the exploits 
of the modern Dare Devils of War in Flan- 
ders. 

American, British, French, Canadian and 
Australian war heroes are daily blazing 
fresh trails for democracy. In the trenches, 
on the sea, and in the air, men of supreme 
courage are doing their bit toward pushing 
back the grasping, blood-thirsty, unscrupu- 
lous Hun. , 

America’s new army in training in’France 
has already given an inkling of its mettle, 
but long before the entrance of the United 
States into the war, Americans in the British, 
Canadian and French divisions had burnished 
anew America’s fine traditions of bravery 
and prowess in war. And before many 
weeks have passed we are going to thrill 
at the exploits of infantrymen, artillerymen 
and airmen of the new American army, and 
of the sailors with American battleships in 
the North sea, 

Some of the nervy deeds of Captain W. A. 
Bishop; aviator of Toronto, Canada, would 
make not a few of the heroes ‘of old green 
with envy. Bishop has received s0 many 
decorations from the King of Bngland that 
it would be dangerous for him to wear them 
while flying, for the weight of them’ would 
likely bring him to the ground. 

The manner in which Bishop won the 
Victoria Cross, the highest reward for valor, 
gives an idea of the reckless courage of 
this young man. 

One fine morning Bishop awakened, fair- 
ly itehing for excitement. Things had been 
altogether too tame of late, and he decided 
to start something. He ran his aeroplane 
to an altitude of about 2,000 feet, and from 
that lofty perch took a speculative look 
around. 

He got an idea when some distance away 
he epotted an enemy aerodome. — 

“Bll go over to that aerodome and try and 
stir things up.” said Bishop, communing with 
himself. He swept to the aerodome and was 
deeply disappointed to find nobody at home. 

But this nervy young aviator was not 
to be cheated of his morning thrill. He flew 
to another German aerodome, a good fif- 
teen miles on the enemy side of the line, 
Hight German machines with engines buzzing 
were on the ground near the aerodome. 

It was eight to one, but the Canadian 
dare devil gloried in fighting against odds. 
Down he swooped, and began pumping his 


‘machine gun at a distance of sixty feet @bove 


the ground. . 

The German airmen were thrown into com- 
fusion, but not for long. One of the Bouche 
machines rose to battle with the Canadian. 
Bishop poured ten rounds into the advancing 
plane; the hail of bullets crippled the engine 
and smashed the wings of the enemy’ craft. 
The Boche aviator 
hie body riddled with bullets, an 
chine fell with him, 

But a second machine had now got off 
the ground and was sweeping to battle. 
Bishop met the enemy with forty rounds; 
the Hun plane collapsed like a broken ac- 
eordeon under the terrific fire, and fell a 
blazing wreck into the branches of a tree, 
the aviater shooting to earth with a brok- 
en back. Bishop was now 
warmed up to the fight. 

“Come on, you Boches!” he yelled. 
take you altogether.” 

Two more machines soared upward to 
meet the dare devil Canadian. Bishop en- 
gaged one at a height,of fifteen hundred 
feet and sent it hurtling to the ground. He 
emptied twenty rounds into another, and 
waving a cheerful good-by to the beaten, 
broken foe, planed gracefully back to his 
liangar beyond the French lines.

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London—In the air, on the land and un- 
der the sea men’ have done adventurous 
things In this war that can only be described 
by the untranslatable French phrase “un 
beau geste.” Some of these deeds have won 
high honors; for others, seemingly as won- 
derful, a mere mention in dispatches has been 
all the reward. The valor of adventure 
has no standard; but the man to whom the 
adventure has happened can say more proud- 
ly than the old philosopher to whom the 
words were first ascribed, “I have lived.” 
Some of them could even say it with their 
dying. breath, at the very consummation of 
the adventure. . 

Such a man was young Second Lieutenant 
E. F.} Baxter, of the British army. He pre- 
pared the way for a raid on the hostile 
line by spending two nights cutting the wire 
close to the enemy's trenches, listening all 
the time to the gutteral cqnversation of his 
foes on the other side of the parapet, and 
armed with a bomb, the safety pin of which 
was withdrawn ready to throw. Once the 
bomb slipped from his fingers. If it went 
off it would betray the plan. He instantly 
picked it up, unscrewed the base plugs and 
took out poet gag wd which he- smothered 
in the grou When the storming party 
was flung into the breach in the wire that 
he had helped jo cut, he led his section of 
it and was first into the German trench. 
shooting the sentry with his revolver and 
bombing dug-outs. Then he rushed back 
to the parapet and helped the last man of 
the storming party into the fight. “After 
this he was mot seen again.” So ends an 
‘epic adventure in ‘the cold words of an offi- 
cial statement. 

Shakespeare would have modified his cyn- 
ical’dictum “The evil that men do lives 
after them: the good ig oft interred with 
their bones,” had he known the valiant his- 
tory of Lieutenant R. B, B. Jones and his 
platoon of Lancashire lads. They were 
holding a recently captured crater and the 
enemy exploded a mine near them, put up 
a heavy shell barrage to isolate the platoon 
and launched an attack on the crater in 
overwhelming numbers. 

Goed Officer Did Lived After Him, 

Lieutenant Jones showed hig lads how to 
meet adversity ‘of that sort. He picked 
off fifteen of the advancing enemy with a 
rifle, counting them aloud as he did so, to 
cheer his men. His ammunition exhausted, 
he caught up a bomb to throw it and at that 
moment he was shot through the head. The 
good he did lived after him. The little 
leaderless cut-off band in that solitary crater 
fired every round of ammunition they had, 
threw every bomb they had and when the or- 
dinary munitions of war failed, hurled stones 
and ammunition boxes into the thick-packed 
ranks, They suffered horribly in. doing it. 
The platoon was reduced to nine men and 
at the last even the fighting spirit of Lieu- 
tenant Jones hovering still over the scene 
of the great adventure could not prevail 
against the horde. The nine wére compelled 
to retire. 

The French army can show its parallels 
to such deeds and for the Victoria Cross that 
was bestowed on the memory of the dead 
Englishmen, France substitutes the Legion 
of Honor. There is one cripple Hving in 
France today who wears the red ribbon for 
as heroic an éxample as any man ever set. 
Sub-Lieutenant Jules Lagneau, a young of- 
ficer of the Thirty-sixth regiment of infan- 


try, was half buried in the hole caused by 
the explosion of a German aerial torpedo. 
The fight was too fierce for anyone to he’ 
spared to dig him out. There he ed 
for hours, his head and shotiders one 
above the earth. But he took his part in 
the fight: He neither groaned nor reviled. 
He calmly watched the fight and the miasiles 
from the enemy trench mortars, judge the 
spot from which they came and gave the 
ranges and elevation to his own men so that 
they might sflence the enemy's fire, When 
that was done he was dug out and his shat- 
tered frame sent to hospital to be repaired. 
It was too late, and the official records of 
his deeds closes with: the pathetic words, 
“Loss of use of both legs.” 
Heat of Battle Engenders Bravery. 

The “beau geste,” however, is not ne 
the prerogative of e i inative, n 
who could never understand “Peter Pan.” 
who do not know an adventure when they 
see it, are liable in battle to rise to extraordi- 
nary heights by their sheer aolidity, There 
is one such man, a Frenchman, whom I 
would like to meet.

Measured by the depth of penetration into 
the enemies’ lines in the first four days, the 
victory of General Byng before Cambrai estab- 
lishes a new high-water mark in.trench war 
fare on the western front. In four days the 
British along the Scheldt took as much ground 
as they conquered. in the first feur months 
at the Somme. They advanced more than a 


mile further than did the Germans 


rush upon Verdun in the last days of February, 


1916. In fact, not since the Marne 


result of a single thrust on the western front 


been an advance of between five and 
six miles—that is, an initial advance— 
before the force of the first blow was 
spent and the drive had slowed down. 
The exploit of Byng must be compar- 
ed with the achievements of Plumer at 


-Messines and of Allenby at Arras to get 


ite full signifiicance. At Messines, in 
June, Plumer (now commanding the 
British army in Italy) had a fixed ob- 
jective; his whole purpose was to abol- 
ish the salient in the British lines 
which enabled the Germans holding the 
towns of Wytachaete and Messines, to 
sweep the rearward communications of 
the British in the whole Ypres salient. 
It was the first step in the great Ypres 
campaign, which is etill going forward, 
and it was @ necessary preliminary. In 
this battle the element of surprise was 
supplied by the great mines exploded 
just before the attack with such a 
tumult that the British prime minister 
heard the noise in his Downing street 
residence. And in a few hours the 
whole salient was abolished. Plumer 
took 7,000 prisoners and twenty-five 
cannon, and advanced nearly two miles 
at the point of greatest penetration. 

| Allenby at Arras. 

But before Plumer, Allenby had had 
his chancé at Arras. Hig objective was 
less Gefinite, He had to take the Vimy 
ridge, just before him. But he had to 
do more than this. His aim was also 
to disorganise German pl and pre- 
vent a German offensive a either af 
the flanks of their great retreat. There 
was no unusual element at Arras, only 
@ great intensification of the customary 
artillery preparation. Yet in the first 
four days, before the push lost its orig- 
inal energy, Allenby advanced nearly 
five miles on both sids of the Scarpé, 
took Monchy and, what was of prime 
importance, swept the Germans off 
Vimy ridge from one end to the other. 
In this operation he took in the firat 
atage 20,000 prisoners and 257 gune, 
many of them heavy. Measured. by 
prisoners and guna, this was the great- 
est single blow of the British army. 
In their offensive at the Aisne the 
French took 29,000 prisoners in the first 
four weeks, but they did not take half 
as many guns, and their advance was 
nowhere as deep ab Allenby’s 

These, then, are the estandards of 
measurement for the later blow of 
Byng; and these should be borne in 
mind whem we come to discuss the 
apeocific gains. But what was the pur- 
pese of the blow itself? Wag it, like 
the Bomme and the Ypres operations, 
like the German attack om Verdun and 
the French epring thruet at Aisne, a 
long prepared and tremendously fash- 
ioned blow to pierce the German lines, 


» as the Germane had just pierced the 


Italian lines in northern Italy; to pro- 
duce a dislocation of the whole Ger- 
man front between the Meuse and the 
Lys and a hasty German retreat to the 
Belgian frontier? 4 

At the least, there is nothing that 
‘sugests such a grandiose purpose. On 
the contrary, there are many signs 
that point to the fact that the British

and there were lacking the necessary 
reserves to pueh it to ita greatest pos- 
sible result in the opening hours. This 
has happened more than once in this 
war, It happened to the Germans 
efter their first gas attack at Ypres in 


in their Artois campaign two months 
later, In each case the road tq a 
great triumph, the actual dislocation of 
the enemy's lines, was open. The same 
was true in the battle of Loos, in Sep- 
tember, 1915, with this difference, that 
in the last case the British were en- 
gaged in a great offenaive, with Lens 
as a real objective; but in all instances 
lack of tmmediate reserves compelled 
the aesailant to permit the opportunity 
to disappear. ' 


Was Byng striking to gain a posi- 
tion of immediate value, such a posi- 
tion as Plumer took before Ypres— 
namely, the.‘*White Sheet” ridge—or 
as Vimy ridge, which Allenby seized 
in April? No; he was aiming.at a 
point in the line behind which was sit- 
uated Cambrai, a highly valuable rail 
and read center, a base of great im- 
portance, but so far behind the front 
that it could hardly fall to a single 
thrust and would have to be the prize 
of continued operations after the first 
rush was over. Nor wes Cambrai a 
fortress; its walls and defenses, once 
constituting one of the barriers to the 
northern road to France, had long 
disappeared. 

Offsets Italian Situation. 

We are, then, 
two plausible explanations, . The e#uc- 
oees of the Germans in Italy dempnded 
some oovnter thrust on the part of the 
allies, both to retain as many German 
troops in France as possible and to 
counterbalance the moral! effect of the 
great German success. For the whole 
world, and particularly for the Italian 
people, the notice that the British were 
not only sending troops, together with 
the French, to aid them in Venetia, but 
also atriking a heavy blow in the Cam- 
bresis, would have inetant effect, It 
would bé a moral counterweight to 
German efforts to give the impression 
that Britain had brought Italy into the 
war and then deserted her in the mo- 
ment of peril. 

This would explain the delivery of 
the blow. But why was it delivered be- 
fore Cambrai? Probably because the 
British had discovered, through their 
various channels, that the Cambrai 
sector had been more completely strip- 
ped of men and guns than any other. 
This is the information the various 
trench raids give army commanders, 
This is what aerial observation does; 
this is what prisoners betray... In my 
judgment, the blow at Cambrai was 
determined on because it was discov- 
ered to be the ‘weakest point in the 
German armor; not because the de- 
fensive works were themselves weak, 
rather because, trusting to their 
strength, the Germans had reduced 
their troops below the margin of safety. 
Recall General Lee’s complaint aa to his 
own trench lines before Petersburg in 
1864-'65—that they had heen etretch- 
ed to such an extent that they were 
likely to be broken at any point at- 


Suited the en ae 
There was another reason for the #é@- 
lection of the Cambrai front. North of 
this sector, all the way to the sea, there 
has been terrific fighting, and. the 
whole front to a depth of more than ten 
miles on each side of the front line 
trenches has been transformed into a 
wilderness of mine craters, trench ex- 
cavations and ruins; roads have been 
destroyed, rivers blocked. In such 
country the chances of a great success 
for an offensive depending upon tanks 
was relatively slight. In September, 
1916, the tanks had appeared at the 
Somme, and while they were a surprise 
had contributed mightily to the cap- 
ure of important villages, to the mas- 
‘Yering of the last defenses on the 
famous “Ridge.” But thereafter they

| Cambrat was the element of surprise. 
Byng on an enormous scale reproduced 
at Cambra! the achievement of Wash- 
ington at Trenton—an achievement, by 
the way, on Washington's part also, at 
the expense of German officers and 
men. In its first phase fhe battle of 

ambral was a surprise; its real chance 

f success lay in the fact that a con- 
centration of men and machines had 
been accomplished secretly before a 
thinly held position of the German line. 
It is rub bigh to conclude that the suc- 
cess was due solely to tanks, and that, 
given tanks enough, the end of the 
German front in France is in sight. It 
is ridiculoug to argue that artillery 
preparation has become obsolete. Ni- 
velle tried to advance without it in the 
Aisne operations this spring and lost 
hideously—so hideously that he was 
summarily removed from command. 

So much for the larger aspects of the 
battle of Cambrai. It was purely and 
simply as the result of a surprise at- 
tack that Byng achieved his initial suc- 
cess, It is unlikely that he was seeking 
@ real penetration of the whole Ger- 
man system of lines, because there are 
evidences that he had not the neces- 
Sary reserves for such an effort. He 
may or may not have been ordered 
to make the attack because of the Ital- 
fan situation, but it is clear that’ he 
was ordered to attack at Cambrai be- 
cause conditions favored the assailant. 
Conceivably the attack would have 
been ordered, even had there been no 
Italian disaster, since the opportunity 
existed; but this is exceedingly doubt- 
ful, gwiven the lateness of the season 
and the bad weather. 

Sector Previously Quiet. 

Now, as to the details:~ The sector 
chosen for the attack had seen no con- 
siderable fighting hitherto. In the 
spring the Germahs had retired to the 
so-called Hindenburg line, and between 


Arras, the British had merely followed 
the retreating foe and dug in, facing 
his new position. Thenceforward this 
portion of the front did not figure in 
the official reports save in the case of 
trench raids. All the way up from 8t. 
Quentin to a point a few miles from 
Cambrai the German line ran behind 
the Scheldt river canal, or the river and 
canal. Less than a dozen miles from 
this town the line turned west and 
ran to Queant, the southern end of the 
Drocourt-Queant “switch line” of which 
we heard so much a few months ago— 
that line before which Allenby was 
checked after his success before Arras, 
Cambrai itself was just far enough be- 
hind the line to be out of range of 
British heavy artjllery. 

The value of Cambrai to the Germans 
was the value of Lille and of Laon. It 
was a great railroad center and also 
the point of intersection of a great 
number of good roads. With Lille and 
Laon, it made the third important 
German base between the North Sea 
and the old Franco-+-German frontier. It 
was not a fortress and not itself de- 
fensible. To take it would mean to dis- 
organize the whole German communi- 
cations in. this region. To approach 
within three or four miles of it would 
be to put it outside of the game as a 
base, because it would be commanded 
by British artillery, not alone heavy 
guna, but even field’ artillery. 

A Larger Poastbility. 

Aside from this immediate result, 
which was achieved, there was the 
larger possibility. I have often point- 
ed out in these articles that the whole 
German position in France is a salient, 
and that if the sidesyof a salient are 
threatened the troops in it must retire 
or risk disaster. The other day the 
French had made a very great attack 
on the other side of the salient south 
of Laon. If they equid reach Laon, now 
5 miles away from their front lines, 
they would break @éne side of the sali- 
ent and seige one of the two German 
bases. 1f the British could get Cambrai 
they would break re other side and 
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seize the only other considerable base, ger in a further direct thrust at Cam- 


of the Germans in the whole salient. 
and henceforth both bases are in 
constant danger. . 

When the British get Cambrai and the 
French get Lacon the Germans will have 
to retire out of the salient. If the 
British should get Lille, or swing 
around Lille from Whe north, the Ger- 
mans would have to quit the whole 
salient from the Lys to the Meuse. As 
long as Lille holde it wil] be one of the 
anchorages of the salient; until it falle 
or ig turned the Germans, even if they 


have to retire from that portion of thei. 


@alient south of Cambrai and Laon, 
could still hold a line from Ldlle to 
the Meuse at the Franco-Belgian fron- 
tier. 

A Camouflaged Tank. 

The British attack at Cambrai began 
on Monday morning, November 19. It 
began with a forward rush of tanks, 
concealed by smoke cloude and them- 
selves camouflaged. I saw a camou- 
flaged tank before General Rawlinson's 
headquarters at the Somme last winter 
and it neither resembled a tank nor 
anything else under the sun; it- was 
just a blur of indietinct shades which 
melted into the surrounding ground at 
a short digance, Thanks to both the 
smoke and the camouflage, the tanks 
got well started before the Germans 
waked up. They had no idea that any- 
thing was on foot, and they were com- 
fortably in their dugouts. 

After the British had got started and 
their infantry had followed the tanks 
through the broken barbed wire the 
British artillery began to fire. It put 
down barrages that prevented the ar- 
rival of reserves and blocked the Ger- 
man rearward communications. This 
artillery fire was on a front of thirty- 
two miles, from Queant almost to &t. 
Quentin, But the real operative front 
was less than a third of this extent in 
The actual boun- 
daries were the Scheldt and its canal, 
which come down to Cambrai from St. 
Quentin, and the Canal du Nord, which 
parallels these some ten miles to the 
west, coming up from Havrincourt to- 
ward Marquien and crossing the Ba- 
paume-Cambrai road near Moeuvres. 

Cavalry Poured In. "i. 

Half way between Cambrai and the 
British front lMne trenches was the 
town of Marcoing, situated just south 
of a great bend in the Scheldt canal, 
which comes across the front on which 
the British were advancing in a great 
“7.” turning weatward at Crevecoeur 
and northward again at Marcoing. This 
was a considerable military obstacle, 
but the British crossed it from Creve- 
coeur and northward again at Marco- 
ing on the second day-of their advance, 
Meantime, the opening rush carried 
through the first and second German 
trench systems, and as these were 
breached cavalry were put in, just as 
Joffre had put them in at the. Dattle 
of Champagne in September, 1915, and 
Haig had used them at the Somme «4 
year later. This time the breach in the 
German lines was more considerable, 
and they were able to operate more 
successfully. 

By W eaday the British had ad- 
vanced at least six miles at certain 
points; they had crogsed the Scheldt

Not until Sun- 
day did we hear again of British ad- 
vances, and thie time the report an- 
nounced the fall of the dominating 
ground in the Bourlon woods, together 
with Bourlon village, an important 
gain, but nothing te suggest that the 
drive upon Cambrai waa being renewed. 
Meantime, the British newspapers be- 
gan to print the assertions of their cor- 
respondents that Cambrai would no 
longer serve as a German base, even 
though it were not immediately cap- 
tured, 

All this was quite in keeping with 
the past history of offensives in trench 
warfare. After four days they ineyit- 
‘ably slow down, The surprige over, the 
defender has had time to bring up 
fresh troops, the assailant is wearied 
with his exertions and handicapped by 
bad communications. By the fourth day, 
if hé has not actually pushed through, 
it is unlikely that he will get throug) 
with the first drive. 

Now comes the second phase, always 
more bloody. The assailant. newly 
reinforced, tries to stretch his gains; 
the defender, bringing up new concen- 
trations, counter attacks, and after a 
little the balance ig slowly restored 
an@ we return to the old positional 
warfare, This waa the story of Arras, 
of Verdun, of the French attack at the 
Aisne last spring., It is the second

About the middle of the nineteenth

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SCANDINAVIA TO REJECT 
U. S. FOOD EXPORT TERMS 


Washington, December 1.—The war 
trade board’s terms on which exports 
of food would be permitted to go to 
the Scandinavian countries are said by 
diplomats here cognizant of their na- 
ture, to be so strict that they expect 


those nations to refuse them. 

Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
said to feel that to curtail exports to 
Germany to the point asked by the 
board would force them into the war. 
The board’s terms have been cabled 
abroad but no answer had n re- 
ceived today. The announcement that 
the three ings of Scandinavia had 
agreed in conference to mutual aid dur- 
ing the war was taken as forecasting a 
paleetion of the terms laid down by the 
war board. 

Sweden was first asked to shut off 
entirely the shipment of iron ore to 
Germany. When she explained her sit- 
uation: the demand was modified but 
only to a degree which Sweden felt 
would mean violation of her treaty and 
contract. That Sweden declined to do 
fearing Germany would make it a cause 
for war. It was said here today that 
the Scandinavian countries felt that it 
was better for them to give to each 
S6ther what relief they can rather than 
run the risk of being drawn into the 
war. 

The proposition made to Holland has 
not been accepted by that country, but 
it was intimated today that it might be.

Already research into the history of those 
times has disclosed much evidence of ; this 
pact.

litical powers; Admiral Knowles, among the mill- 
tary forces, and William -Wyndham Grenville, 
among the king’s closest friends. 

With these to aid him in England he turned back 

into Prussia, to find there the powerful family in- 
fluences to which the Georges of England were 
pliant. . 
George I. was hardly a citizen of his kingdom. 
His ancestors, his immediate relatives, his tastes 
and language all were German—he could not make 
himself understood in English. Admittedly, he 
thought more of the interests which bound him to 
his private estate of Hesse-Cassel and his ancestral 
Hanover, in Germany, than he did of the affairs of 
his own crown. He sought his advice in the court- 
yard of the Hohenzollerns, not among his British 
ministers. 

George II. was a true son of his father. His 
dreams were in Prussia, and the orders bestowed 
upon him by the German court were more precious 
to him than the Onler of the Bath or the Golden 
Fleece. 

While there are not many existing documentary 
records of the intrigues carried on for the theft of 
the American colonies with George II., one most 
apparent sign of them is disclosed by a Swedish 
writer, Kalm, who left behind him when he died 
a manuscript, dated at Stockholm, 1756, in which he 
transcribed impressions of the new America gath- 
ered during a long visit he concluded in that year. 
This manuscript now is in the Museum of History 
at Stockholm and has become an ex ingly inter- 
esting document to the American histofian. 

In this report of the Swedish traveler’s visit we 
find this passage: “I found a peculiar and, to me, 
somewhat significant condition of popular thought, 
predominant particularly in those centers of popu- 


lation (in the American colonies) where there are — 


gathered in most numbers the political. or govern- 
ing classes. There is a marked coldness toward old 
England constantly spreading in these cities and set- 
tlements, and there are very marked signs of an 
organized and persistent effort, the source of which 
remains mysterious, to further spread this antagon- 
ism to the mother country. 

“I was astonished te discover, after some de- 
liberation and casual investigation, inspired by my 
curiosity in the matter, that this disloyal attitude 
toward old England is caused by the steady influx 
of settlers arriving from Germany, each company 
of settlers being under the leadership of persons 
seemingly of substantial and intellectual standing, 
who appear .to be actuated by a definite desire to 
prevent their followers from acknowledging the 
governmental authority of the colonial repre- 
sentatives of the mother country of the new set- 
tlements. . . 

“Thus there is being spread, systematicaily, I ob- 
served, a distrust of old England, which is being 
absorbed in a serious measure by the English set- 
tlers. s ss ss” 

Certainly this was, as the Swedish scientist so 
admirably expressed it, a “somewhat significant 
déondition.” Yet dour school histories take no heed 
of it. In fact, so blind have we been to actual con- 
ditions in Mal times, and to the actual inspira-

import from the writings of this same traveler and 
observer were quoted in 1907 by Professor George 
Louis Beer, history professor at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, in his book, “British Colonial Pol- 
icy,” our historians took no note of the circumstance 
and its possible historical significance. 

When George III. came to the throne Lord North, 
Holdemmesse, Knowles, Lord Mansfield and Town- 
shend (later the author of the stamp act) became his 
chief advisers. Against these were pitted, in the 
consideration of colonial affairs, Burke, Pitt, Fox, 
Barre and other distinguished Britishers whose 
loyalty was for their country rigs and their king 
afterward. 

Lord North and Townshend were relatives of 
the Duke of Brunswick, their ancestry being as 
much German as British. Brunswick had, by this 
time, | the agent of the Prussian king, who 
had openly espoused Holdernesse’s plan for the 
theft of the colonies, in exerting Prussian in- 
fluence upon the British king. 

George, backed by the autocratic Prussians, early 
declared that he would rule, instead of parliament. 
Parliament objected to the usurpation of the power 
vested in’ it since the+time of the Stuarts, and 
George’s advisers promptly set about the task of 
forming a subservient parliament. 

This was the Prussian way then, even as it is 
today. Three German residents of a suburb of Bir- 
mingham elected three representatives to thé new 
parliament, the three Germans being the only voters 
in that hastily organized district. Thus was the 
new parliament that began systematically to anger 
the colonies into rebellién organized. 

When Townshend, North and Grenville began 
their systematic efforts to impose the yoke upon the 
colonies the whole of England, led by Edmund 
Burke, William Pitt, Fox and Barre, rose in protest, 
demanding not only fair play but consideration. 
These latter leaders frankly joined hands with Otis, 
Adame, Franklin and other prominent colonists to 
fight for the cause of the new Gomintons.

Had it not been for the fomentation of discord at 
home the colonists would have beef even better un- 
derstood by the English people and the high-handed 
outrages. pérpetrated by the king through his min- 
istry would have caused rebellién in England.

Such evidence as there now is at bina makes this 
almost certain; gradually the complete chain of evi- 
dence is being forged by our historians. No doubt

hoped-for rebellion. No doubt, too, a careful fabric 
of ready treachery had been woven among the set- 
tlements over here, to make the work of the Hes- 
sians easier.

dently turn away from white books, yellow 
books and all other records of diplomatic 
correspondence and intrigue dated in the preg- 


nant month of August, 1914, and turn to the 
history textbooks so long ini use in the American 
schools. 

There he will find that which caused the war, and 
that which will, if not checked, cause numberless 
future ‘wars between the peoples of the earth. For 
he will find there, in our history textbooks, Prus- 
sian influence, Prussian thought, and these things, 
the world has lately learned, make for wars. 

I do not mean that Prussia dictated the writing 
of our textbooks. That was not necessary. I mean 
that our historians, those who have provided the 


} 


‘schools with their textbooks, have adopted the Prus- 


apie. 


At the close of the Napoleonic era in Europe Ger- 
man “kultur” began to loom large. The world out- 
side Germany began to adopt, gradually, German 
methods of school-teaching. And that method, as 
applied to the teaching of history, meant the incul- 
cation of hatred for opposing nations, rival nations. 
that is, in the minds of the young school boy and 
girl through the medium of history textbooks. 

History lessons became not so much the means 
of informing the pupils on the history of the world 
as the means of instilling in their minds a patriot- 
ism based not so much on love of his own country 
as Aipon hatred of all others. 


This, at lgast, was the Prussian idea. In the 
Prussian schools history teaching merely is a means 
to laud the kaiser’s family, impress upon the pupil 
that whatever the junkers do is right, and that every 
foreign’ nation is made up of peoples seeking to 
clutch the throat of Germania. 

Events in world history are distorted when they 
are touched upon at all into signs and evidence of 
this superiority of the German peoples and Germa 
government over all other peoples and governmersits 
on the earth and enmity of the latter toward Ger- 
many and the Germans. Thus was the kaiser able 
to play upon the hatred of his people for England 
and France and lead them unrestrained into war. 

We, in America, have been following this same 
method of teaching history, especially since the 
Napoleonic era, when Prussia installed it. We have 
distorted facts, erroneously translated epochal pub- 
lic opinion, and deliberately misrepresented the 
meaning of events in our national life with no other 
reason than to make our history lessons popular, 
self-laudatious, always creditable to ourselves or our 
national heroes, and always to the discredit of the 
only other nation with which our past history has 
come prominently into conflict—England. 


Like the dramatist who spoils the logic of his 
play to give it a happy ending and thus propitiate 
the box office, our historfans have written our schoo! 
textbooks with truth as their second thought, their 
first consideration being for the supposed necessity 
of twisting facts so they would,-in turn, “twist the 
lion’s tail.” 

Of course, I speak of the textbooks in use in the 
lower grades, especially up to a few years ago. 
There are many earnest professors in the higher 
schools who have tried of late years to teach his- 
tory as it happened and not as a popular desire for 
self-laudation would like to have had it happen. 
These textbooks whet the public hate for the only 
nation with which we ever had any very intimate 
dealings. That is the Prussian method of teaching 
history—whet the public hate for the other fellow, so 
when the powers that be want war there will be no 
objection from the people. 

Germany has taught its school children for sey- 
eral generations that England, France and other 
countries were the mortal enemies of the German 
people by. distorting history to make it read that 
way. We have been teaching our school children 
that England was our enemy by distorting history 
to make it read that way. .That’s how Germany 
caused the present war. And that is why we, is 
America, should treat history teaching in our public 
schools as a science and not as a propaganda for 
the promotion of a national egotism that couldn't 
help going about with a chip on its shoulder. The 
truth of our history is England itself was not our 
enemy during the colonial rebellion but our friend. 
It was the English king and his advisers who wese 
our only foa,
